We ien ern obſerve, that Authors generally talk 
of a Putrefadlion, or Stagnation of the Air, and a Diſpo- 
fition of the Air to Contagion z or elſe, ſay they, it can- 
not be conceived how the Plague would ever end, | 
without the total Deſtruction of the whole. Nation 
| Where it raged. But it ſeems pretty eaſy to me to con- 
ceive, how Particles of different Natures might abound 
in the Air ſucceſſively, without either the Corruption, 
or Stagriation of the Air itſelf : and moreover it may be 
queſtioned, how the Corruption of the Air is ended, as 
well as how the Plague would end, if it was not cor- 
rupted. All that Experience helps us in this Caſe, is, 
that in the Heat of Summer this Diſeaſe commonly rages 
more than in the Cold of Winter. „ 
But let this be as it will, it is certain, that the Bodies 
of Perſons muſt be in a certain manner prediſpoſed to 
be capable of receiving Infection: This is evident from 
Peſtilential Diſtempers afflicting particular ſorts of Fer- 
ſons more than others; and —— have been in the 
reateſt ſeeming Danger, and yet have eſcaped: Thus 
Scbenſbius tells us of a Child that ſucked two Nurſes, 
| Which died of the Plague, and yet never was infected 
with it. And beſides, we find, that when the moſt 
dreadful Plagues have raged, there has ſtill ſome 
one ort another been found hardy enough to wait on 
the Sick, without any ill Conſequence. Fallopius f ſays, 
that ſome Fellows that attended upon the Sick, in the 
time of the Plague, uſed no other Preſervatige than 
chewing a little Ginger in the Morning, then drinking 
ſome Wine, and afterwards chewing Zedoary the reſt of 
the Day.
